'center whirh iudiciito that the hnrri- 
oane was one of terrific force and tliat 
gNftt dsmage and probable Iom of life 
resulted. All the wires along the coast 
are down and communication has not 
been restored to Brunswick, Savauua}) 
or Charleston. 

The wires are down for a distance of 
40 or 50 miles this sido of Brunswick, 
and no iufurination 1ms been received 
from that place except by train, which 
left there while the storm was still raid- 
ing. The train was dolaycd in Bruns- 
wick two hours, the engine being una- 
ble to make headway against the wind, 
which was blowing at a hii,'h vclocit- 
ity. Wind and water worked destruc- 
tion, and as the train left Bnmswick 
the streets were filled with debris, 
wires, telephone and telegraph poles 
and ports of buildings blown down and 
carried away. People were injured by 
flying objects and one lady waa'killed 
at Everett, a small station a few miles 
from Brunswick. The railroad tracks 
were obttmeted by trees and polet and 
the only train which canii' tlirouirh from 
Brunswick was preceded by a wrecking 
train and orew for« dlstenoe of 20 

miles. 

Mr. II. N. Morrill of tbo Atlanta Tel 
ephone company reached Atlanta late 
last night from Brunswick and states 
that the city of Brunswick is badly 
damaged and that thret> biK vessels 
were sunk In the Brunswick harbor 
The latter were blown away from their 
mooriijRS. The waves of the sea and 
the wind destroyed much of Brunswick's 
shipping interests. 

Mr. Merrill says that the famous old 
gunboat, the Mi)nitor, was blown away 
from her pier and that she was floating 
helplessly in the harbor in danger of 
going to the bottom. A part of the 
Oglfthorpe hotel, the IcadinK hostelry 
of Brunswick, was blown away, and 
other big buildings were totally or par* 
tially wrecked. Many houses in the 
suburbs were blown away and the 
water mshed through the streets in tor 
rents, carrying,' property, household fur 
niturc and valuables toward the harbor.

n» Worst Storm la the Memory of Those

New Orleans, Sept. 30.— A special 
to The Times>Democrat from Savaimah 
says: 

A worse storm than that of August, 
1898, if not the worst in the memory of 
those liTing here, was at its height at 
13:80 yesterday. Business in the city 
was suspended for over an hour, the 
stordi being forlons for that length of 
time. No person dared appear on the 
streets. The streetcars hanlted, elera- 
tors stopped running, elictric currents 
were shut off, through tear or bocauso 
of breakage; windows and shades w i 

blown in ererywhere, wires were 
hnrled down, trees ware razed, fences 
blown down, houses nnroofed, portions 
of big buildings wrecked, ressels tamed 
over in the river, church steeples top- 
pled and the streets were literally 
Strews with debris at vrvj imagtoaWe 
Und. 

People Bred in dread for an hour in 
Savannah yesterday. The stoutest build 
ings in the city trembled.

Hoi sTON, Sept. 80.— Last night Ja«i<'s 
Isaac Ne\vt<m walked into the homt> of 
his father-in-law, Thomas L. Lyons 
with a pistol in his hand and com- 
menced shooting. Lyons was shot in 
the head, receiving a flush wound. Mrs 
Thomas L. Lyons, his wife, aged o 
years, was shot in the right cheek, 
through the left arm and through tin 
loft hand, and Thomas \V. Lyons, a sun 
was shot through the left side of tlie 
neck.

MAnsKiixEs, Sept. 30.— There exists a 
condition of affairs in this city at pn>3- 
ent which seems to be a disgrace to 
Europe and to the Armenian associa- 
tions generally throughout the world. 
Subsisting upon goremment. municipal 
or private charity here aM 000 unfortu- 
nate Armenians, men, women and chil- 
dren, young and old, healthy and sick, 
who have succeeded in escaping from 
the bloody massacres at Constantinoi)le 
and who were one and all buoyed up l y 
the hope, on binding here, of being able 
eTentnally to reaoh the land of fMedom, 
the United Statos. 

IJut weeks have already elapsed, and 
iKithiiig definite appears to have been 
done for their relief, much less toward 
finding them homes, by any one of the 
many associations for the relief of su f- 
tering Armenians which have been nr- 
gaui/.od in England or America. The se 
unfortunates, however, si-em to be the 
vt ry class to which tin- hand of charity 
tihould be tirst e.steiideil. They are 
homeless, nearly all are iieniuless, m.my 
are enduring the pangs of liuiiger, ami 
yet nobody seems willing to step m and 
guide tliis baiul of refugees to sonit* 
place where they can begin life anew 
und under more promising oiroum- 

btances. 

Large amounts of money have be 'n 
raised m the lasf for the relief of desti- 
tute Armenians in Armenia, but the sit- 
uation of the latter is not a whit worse 
than that of the half-starving people 
here, if as bad. The Armenians in Ar- 
menia certauily had their co-religionists 
and fi-lli)\v-inuntryinen to fall hixvk 
upon, but tlie pixir people here seem to 
have no friends in the wide world, >et 
they are as honest and industrious a 
class as you can find on the shores of 
the Mediterran ean. 

WgLCOMl"^TO OUW LAND. 

TlM Araealaa Befbceas Ave Not Banned 

Ont of the Volted States. 

Ni:w YoKK, Sept. "O.— Officials of 
the Armenian societies in this city do 
not believe that the United States will 
be any less hospitable in receiving im- 
migrant Armenians than the countries 
of Europe which receivi^d them with 
open arms. J. J. Rooney, secretary of 
thi^ Phil Armenians' association of New 
York, and chairman of the csecutivo 
oommittee, said; 

"I don't believe th(>re will be any 
trouble about the landing of the Anne 
uian refugees iu this country on iic 
count of tue immigration laws. They 
are by no means paupers. As a matter 
of fact the Armenians are ii very indus- 
trious race and 1 doubt greatly if the 
Marseilles refugees, in all their distress, 
could be classified us paupers. If the 
Marseilles ntiugecs shoulu decide to 
come here I am quite sure that they 
would not be barred out for any reason. 
A largo number of Armenian refugees 
have come here iu the last year or two 
chiefly from the interior districts and 
these had no dittioulty iu landing. The 
Armenians in this country, of whom 
there are about 15,000, many of them 
being iu the west, make it a point to 
help their unfortunate conntrytnen." 

Otif ThonianU Clubbed to Death.

The K'lHro Indian Srrtlcr, With lew Ex- 
ceptions, Is Now t'nder Civil Servlee 
Itegiilttlonp-Indiaa Hlghts lafrlaged 
t'puti-*The Liquor TralBe Deinorallslng 
the Work of the ContmUsloner. 

Washington, Sept. 30.— D. M. 
Browning, commissioner of Indian af- 
fairs, has made his annual report to the 
secretary of the interior. He says with 

no outbreak or distur^jance during the 
year, the jirogrcss of Indians generally 
in education and civili/.atio;i has been 
uninterrupted and suljstautial. The 
main eflfort now is :iiid for many years 
must be to put tho Indian upon his 
allotment, get him to support himself 
there, protec t him from enero.'ichment 
and injustice, and e.lui ate and train his 
children in boi ks and industries. 

As a lirst step, so far .is treaty obliga- 
tions do not interfere by reiiuiring the 
payment td' tioneys and issuau< e of ra- 
tions or anniJttes, the In iiaiis are niaile 
touiiderst.in i that the government will 
not feed and clothe them while they re- 
main in iillene«s. .Sui li funds as are 
available for the puri"ise av<- devoted t;T 
starting Indians in homes. If an In- 
dian will go upon an alio! lie lit and work 
to improve it the government will assist 
him in buiUiing a house and j^ettiiig his 
farm in o|>i r.itioii and iiial:ing a practi- 
cal fanner. 

The commissioner says tlie govern- 
ment goi's iiuther, and jiays tlie In.lian 
lor his work. To regular Indian em- 
ployes the goveriiin ' lit jia-al la-t year a 
hall million dollars. A great (hverssity 
of crafts and industni's are the out- 
growth of this advaiii ed eivili/.ation. 
The re]iort', from Imlian agents, he 
says, show th.;t Indians in many ditler- 
entway-. .ne . oiuiug to earn their liv- 
ing. They provide supplies for tlie gov- 
ernment, raise crops to sidl, raise and 
sell livestock, work in the woods and on 
irrigation ditches, und m many minor 
ways contribute to their ,own subsist- 
ence. 

The entire Indian service, with few 
exceptions is now under civil service 
regulations. Exceptions are made as to 
Indians who aro employed uii<ler non- 
competitive examinations. Progress in 
educating t..e Indians is reported very 
satisfactory, in spite of many difficul- 
ties encountered. The enrollment dur- 
ing the year was 23,;i.')-', nu increase of 
315 over the previous ye.ir. Tho average 
attendance increased i>bi. The reduc- 
tion of the number of contract schools 
have been made in accordance with 
provisiou.s of the last Indian appropria- 
tion bill, .ind in 181)7 there will be an 
expenditure of $2.57,928 on this account 
against ^403,50 ) this year. 

There has been some complaint from 
the Indions on the Colville reservation 
in Washington that mining claims have 
been located upon their farms, where 
there are no mines, and instructions 
have been given to have laud officers 
prevent such trespassers from interfer- 
ing with the Indians. 

The fishing rights of tho Yakima In- 
dians in Washington have been a sub- 
ject of oontrovursy, and the govumor of 
that state has been requested to take 
such steps OS will secure the Indians 
from molestation by the white citizens. 

The oommissioner urges the passage 
of the bill now pending in congress to 
prohibit the sole of liquor to Indians 
who have become citiseus. He says the 
correspondence in his office shows that 
the Indians in the west and northwest, 
who have received all allotments, are 
boooming demoralised by the liquor 
traffic. 

The commissioner reviews at length 
the disturbances at Jackson's Hole, 
Wy., and says steps have been taken to 
prevent any conflict between tiie In- 
dians and local authorities.
